ARCHITECTURAL DESCRIPTION 

The subject property, now known as Cottage Grove, is located on a relatively level tract of land on the west side of State 
Highway/Rt. 6. It is contains twelve buildings— a main house and garage plus nine individual cottages and a shed. A 
single curb cut on the highway provides access to the property and an unimproved loop driveway that begins about 80 
feet west of the road right-of-way serves the cottages. An identifying ground-mounted sign is located to the north of the 
curb cut. The property extends quite a ways behind the westernmost cottage having frontage on the Kris Lane cul-de- 
sac. There are many mature coniferous and evergreen trees and shrubs and a few deciduous trees landscaping the 
property with the western portion being thickly wooded. Here and there are brick or stone paths leading up to individual 
cottage entries. A small wood frame shed that houses water heaters for cottages 1 , 2 and 3 is located to the northwest of 
the cottages. 1 All the cottages had interior remodeling done in 2001 2 In 2004 the cottage colony was converted to 
condominium ownership which left the bulk of the land in common ownership and established nine private lots surrounded 
by the common area. 

The main house (Unit 11), presumably built by Henry Clark who was a carpenter by trade, is a large Bungalow with shed 
dormers on the front and rear of its gable roof (broken-eave on the rear). Wide overhanging eaves provide architectural 
interest. There is a brick center chimney. A half-width front porch has been glazed to create a three-season porch. The 
current entrance is from the south side of the porch and a large, hipped-roof sunporch is located to its left. A small one- 
story lean-to with skylight extends from the right rear (northwest) corner of the house. The first floor windows are six-over- 
one sash, except for one small diamond-paned window to the rear of the sunporch. Upper story windows are the three- 
over-one Craftsman type with vertical muntins. To the west of the house is a detached garage with front gable roof and 
single vehicular bay having swing doors. Like the house, it has wide overhanging eaves and dormers on both sides of its 
gable roof. Both buildings are clad with wood shingles and have wood trim. A high wood privacy fence surrounds most 
of this lot, along the highway right-of-way in a zigzag fashion (south of the driveway entrance as well). Extending along the 
west property line the fence separates this lot from the rest of the cottages. 

The cottages have a unified architectural treatment, although there are a variety of plans. All have wood shingle siding, 
white corner boards, cornice and trim; black doors, shutters, and window boxes; and six-over-six windows. Unit 9 also 
replicates this treatment, but with some white-painted French doors. It contains 526 square feet. Because of its much 
larger and square footprint and central location Unit 9 was probably originally a common clubhouse prior to the colony's 
conversion to condominium ownership. It now has three rooms. Most of the cottages are supported by concrete piers, 
while a few of the larger units have full concrete block foundations. 

Unit 1 has a three-bay front facade with center entrance and a small rear ell/lean-to. It contains 288 square feet and has 
four rooms. Its front door has a six-light window. The three-room Unit 2 has only two bays on its front facade but has a 
gable-roofed recessed ell off the left side that projects beyond the rear facade. Unit 3, another of the smallest cottages 
with 240 square feet and three rooms, has a projecting screened front entry vestibule under an extension of the gable 
roof. 

One of the larger cottages, Unit 4 has 619 square feet and a linear footprint. The front entrance is on the narrow one-bay 
gable end wall facing north; the door has six panels and no window. A rear ell provides for a two-bay south side. The 
facade that faces the driveway is quite long, though only three bays, but it includes a three-part picture window. A wood 
deck extends off the rear. 

Unit 5 is a five-room cottage having a three-bay front facade with center entrance. It features a small entry porch with 
paired support posts painted white; the front door is paneled. A recessed one-bay-wide ell extends from its right 
(northeast) side. Units 6 and 7 are contained on the same condo lot. Unit 6 is a three-room cottage with one bedroom. 
Its entrance is in the gable end wall of the right (east) side recessed ell. A small porch is on the rear left corner over which 
the gable roof extends. Unit 7, the smallest of the cottages in the complex, contains only a bedroom and bathroom as 
revealed by its two-bay front facade and very small recessed right (east) side ell. Its front door has a small two-light 
window. One of the larger cottages, Unit 8 contains 267 square feet and four rooms. It has a four-bay front facade and a 
rectangular footprint.

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HISTORICAL NARRATIVE 

The residential condominium complex now known as Cottage Grove includes nine cottages, a house, and several 
outbuildings that were built between 1931 and 1954 by Eastham native Henry E. Clark. The overnight cabins were earlier 
known as Windward Cottages. The complex occupies land that was once part of the large holdings of Eastham's Paine 
family, in this instance land on the west side of State Highway that had belonged to Micah Sherman Paine (1826-191 1) 
and his wife, Hannah Mayo Crosby Paine (1828-1904), an Orleans native. Micah Paine's father, Joshua Paine (1799- 
1878), owned land in this area, as labeled on the 1858 Barnstable County map. Just south and on the east side of State 
Highway from the subject property was a tract owned by his younger brother Elkanah Knowles Paines (1806-84). These 
two branches of the family were at least twice more interrelated in later generations. Elkanah K. Paine's son Thomas 
married his uncle Joshua's daughter Deborah Sherman Paine (1835-1913), while very late in life Elkanah Paine's younger 
son Isaac (born in 1841) married Alice Augusta Paine (born in 1863), the daughter of Micah S. Paine and granddaughter 
of Elkanah's brother Joshua Paine. 

Until her marriage to Isaac Paine in 1915 (he was a seventy-four-year-old retired plumber, married twice before, and she 
was fifty-two years old, never before married), Alice Augusta Paine lived in the 1895 State Highway household (EAS.23) 
of her parents Micah S. and Hannah Paine. Her mother died in 1904 and her father in 191 1 ; she apparently continued to 
live in her childhood home until her marriage, when she moved to Brookline. Tax records for 1926 show her with one 
house, probably her parents' home, a garage, and a water system on three acres; she also owned 17.5 acres in other 
tracts. Isaac Paine died between 1930 and 1935, and by the latter year Alice A. Paine had moved to her parents' 
Eastham homestead. The 1940 census shows her living there with a housekeeper and a nurse. 

In September 1923 Alice Paine sold a parcel of 30,000 square feet from her father's homestead to Henry E. Clark, and in 
1938 she sold another two-acre piece to Clark and his wife Dorothy. 3 Born in 1896 in Eastham, Henry Edward Clark was 
the son of Nathan P. and Etta C. Hill Clark. His father was a farmer. By 1917, when he registered for the draft, Henry E. 
Clark was working as a carpenter for Harvey T. Moore of Eastham. In the late 1920s he married Dorothy Caroline 
Freeman of Whitman, and by 1930 they were living on State Highway in a house he owned (and probably built); by then 
he and his wife Dorothy had a son, Richard Freeman Clark, born in 1929. Clark was working as a carpenter for Eastham's 
Delbert Johnson by 1942. 

Tax records for 1926 show Clark with a two-car garage and an acre of land. The same records for 1931 show him with a 
house valued at $3000 (now Unit 1 1), a two-car garage (Unit 10), a poultry house, and an acre of land. By 1937 he was 
taxed on the house, garage, henhouse, .7 acres, a "double camp" (valued at $200) and a "camp house" valued at $110. 
Tax records for 1947 show Clark with the double and single camp on this lot and no other buildings (not even, for some 
reason, the house and garage earlier taxed), but by 1954 the same parcel had a house valued at $3300, the two-car 
garage, a hen house, four "double cabins" together assessed at $1320, two 'single cabins" together valued at $440, and 
three "camp houses" assessed at $170, $300, and $350. 4 Deeds, tax records, and censuses thus document that Clark 
built the garage at 1975 State Highway between 1923 and 1926, the house between 1926 and 1930, two of the Windward 
Cottage units between 1931 and 1937, and the other seven between 1947 and 1954. 

The Clarks owned the cottage colony at 1975 State Highway until 1962, when they sold them and the two parcels 
(together 2.69 acres) they occupied to James W. and Helen A. Rawl of Ridgewood, New Jersey. The Rawls sold the 
complex five years later, and the property changed hands twice more by November 1999, when Grove Properties 
acquired it. Five years later this realty company converted the overnight cabins to condominium ownership. 5 The house on 
the property is shown on the master site plan as Unit 1 1 ; its garage, which now includes office space, is shown at Unit 10. 
Each is two stories. According to the master deed the nine units are all one story and are supported either by wood 
pilings, cement blocks, or brick or stone supports. The master deed states that Units 6 and 7 and Units 10 and 1 1 are 
each to be conveyed as single units. The cottages range from 222 to 619 square feet and from three to five rooms. 

Unit 1: The town ascribes a 1940 construction date to Units 1 and 2, which are the southernmost cottages on the 1975 
State Highway lot. If these are indeed the oldest units in the complex, Unit 1 is very likely the "double camp" shown in

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1937 Eastham tax records, while Unit 2 would be the "camp house" listed there. In June 2004 Grove Properties sold the 
unit to Thomas S. and Karen A. Harmon, the current owners. 6 

Unit 2: Unit 2, probably one of the original two cottages in the complex, is 222 square feet. In November 2004 Nancy 
O'Halloran of Stoneham acquired the property and still owns it. 7 

Unit 3; This is at the southwest corner of the complex, and though the town dates it to 1940 it was built between 1947 and 
1954. Grove Properties sold it to current owners Richard and Susan Keith of Stamford, Connecticut, in October 2004. 8 

Unit 4: Unit 4 is the largest of the nine cottages and is one of only two units (the other being Unit 5) with five rooms. 
Current owner Rhonda Zangwill of New York City acquired the unit in June 2005. 9 

Unit 5: is at the northwest corner of the complex. Michael J. Dinapolli of Naugatuck, Connecticut, bought the unit in June 
2004 and sold it to current owners Elyse Zandonella and Meredith L. Stannard of Vachon, Washington, in 2007. 10 

Units 6 & 7: Grove Properties sold Units 6 and 7 as one to current owners Edward Jekot and Pamela Sharrock of 
Columbus, Ohio, in 2007. 11 

Unit 8: Current owners Catherine and Joseph Marganski of Guilford, Connecticut, acquired it from Grove Properties in 
2008. 12 

Unit 9: The current owner of this cottage, Lisa Hull of Wellfleet, bought it in 2004. 13 

Units 10 & 11: Grove Properties sold the two units as one to Mary Blocher and Marianne lauco of Watertown in June 
2004. They are the current owners. 14
